The Annual Report of the Judge-Advocate- 
General of the Army. 

Wasninoton, October 24.--Acting Judge- 
Advocate-Gienera) Lieber, in his annual report 
io the secretary of war, says that nineteen 
com missioved officers, seven West Point ca- 
dets, 2,242 enlisted men and ten military con- 
victs were tried by general court martial dur- 
ing the year, making a total of 2,280. For the 
last five years the number of general courts 
martial has been constantly increasing. In 
}eRO there were 1,543, in 1881, 
1,792; 1882, 1,850, and in 1833, 
1.085. The number of garrison and 
regimental courtmartials was 10,985. General 
Lieber gives extracts from the reports of the 
judge advocates of the departments, embody- 
ing recommendations on various matters con- 
nected with the administration of military 
justice, Major Haygood, of the department of

Theodore Rebentiseh, a young German who 
hes been in Atlanta about éight weeks, suici- 
ded yesterday morning at Mrs. A. P. Rollins’ 
bosrding house on West Peters street.

With tbe loss of his position and 
the coming of his brother, Rebentisch began 
to grow despondent, ardas day after day 
wenthy and his stock of money dwindled 
awey he grewsad. Thoughts of his home and 
the recolicetions of a bright face which was 
cearer to him than all the world filled his 
mind until he decided to end his life. This 
resolution he evidently formed yesterday 
wornivg, for in his trunk was found a letter in 
which he bede farewellto her and which he 
wrote yesterday morning. 

His troubles seem to have bothered him 
greatly, for on Thursday evening he appeared 
to be drinking. Early yesterday morning he 
arese from his bed and inthe yard met Mr.

Coroner Hilburn and a jury of inquest made 
a careful and thorough inquiry into the Hape- 
ville mystery yesterday, but ascertained noth- 
ing in addition to what has already been 
printed.

“We, the jury empanneled and sworn to in- 
quire into the cause of the death of the dead 
men, Supposed toe be Powell, here lying deat, 
find frem the evidence adduced and the 
statement of Pr. J. M. Boring, that he came 
to his death from an overdose of morphine 
taken while in a prostrated condition.”
